BARRIE IN SHADOWS. 
“SENTIMENTAL TOMMY” FINE 
8 IN OUTLINES.

The screen adaptation 
opened yesterday at Grauman’s, and 
lovers of Barrie, as well as those 
who haven't had the happiness to 
know him, will, I'm sure, find the 
picture a very wonderful one, with 
as much of the fresh c m of the 
original sustained as was possible. 
To give the adaptation due credit, 
it has been as admirably done as 
it could be. I believe, however, that 
it will be the Barrie lovers who 
will get the most out of it, because 
they will bring to it their memory 
of the rich touches vf character, 
which it was not possible to put 
on the film, either because ot its 
limitations of expression or of time. 
The eliminations have left us a 
clean-cut and entirely engrossin 
story of the complex-nature 
‘Tommy, and of Grizel, the pathetic 
littie daughter of the despised 
Painted Lady, who thought it would 
have been “just sw be re- 
epectabdle."’ 

An admirable fact about the 
Screen story is that, despite it 
marches swiftly, it has managed to 
convey a real sense of the quality 
of the boy born with the imagina- 
tion which made him often do in- 
justice to others through his im- 
| pulses, born of sympathetic insight 


‘which crowded him on to express! 


things he really did not feel. Tommy 
was bewildered by his. own sym- 
pathies and impulses, but the trouble 
he was also an artist and as 
such was analytical of his own 
| feelinge—which led him into the 
quagmire of self-admiration and 
self-pity. In his own words, or their 
sense— Axe, it's easy for you to 
make up your mind, because you 
have on one mind to make up, 
and 1 ha’ so many!“ 

Some flashing highlights of the 
| original story are conveyed richly 
through Barrie's own subtitles, and 
through bits of scenes. Grizel reallv 
| does “rock her arms! Tommy ran 
does “waggle” his head. Dr. Me- 
Queen exhibits his kindly cunning 
in winning Grizel to come and be his 
| housekeeper! Lady Alice really does 
seem “helpless and indifferent!” 
| Gareth Hughes is an imaginative 
and sympathetic, as well as a skill- 
ful actor, and it is forever to his 
credit that always hereafter Tommy 
to us will be just Gareth Hughes. 
And how wonderfully pathetic Mabel 
Taliaferro has made the poor little 
Painted Lady! No one could pos- 
sibly have visualized the mad little 
soul so well. 

May McAvoy, toeo—what a won- 
derful characterization she has given 
us of the poor, baited, but flercely 
truthful, fiercely virginal and withal 
maternal Grizel! 

And how could we have found 
anywhere a better Dr. McQueen than 

And as for Kemp- 
ton Greene, he certainly was made 
to play David. 

There are so many phases in this 
picture which space will not permit 
us to touch on—for one thing, that 
marvelous Scotch village, and the 
beautiful photography—that one 
writing on the film feels his sum- 
ming up entirely inadequate. 

Then there is the story—with 
Tommy giving himself from ill-ad- 
vised pity to the gir] he thinks loves 
him, her later finding out the truth, 
and losing her mind just as her own 
mother had done—and of his tender- 
ness in nursing her back to sanity 
through two long years. These can 
only be touched on.

{TS DELIGHTFUL APPLAL.

With all the iridescent glitter of 
its music and its light, pleasantries | 
of talk and action, the ever-divert- 
ing “Firefly” of Otto Hauerbach and 
Rudolf Friml flitted again onto the 
local stake with the opening of the 
California Opera Company's brief 
season at the Mason. The delight of 
many audiences in years past, itt 
cone brought a share of genuine 
pleasure to a public that is enthus- 
jastic in the hope of seeing the or- 
ganization sponsored by W. G. 
Stewart become a permanent institu- 
tion in the city’s theatrical life. 
The California company recently 
made ite debut in “Iolanthe” at 
Philharmonic Auditorium. The 
present engagement at the Mason 
will last for two weeks, and it is 
the desire of Manager W. T. Wyatt 
to bring the company back for a 
* series of productions later

the management to have a perma-

Reason this for strong support 
for the present offering of the com- 
pany. did there not also exist the 
satisfaction of recording a very en- 
joyable interpretation by the cast—~ 
an interpretation that ranks with and 
even exceeds many similar road pro- 
ductions that have come to this city. 

The company has been well select- 
ed from both outside and within the 
city. The principals are especially 
|satisfying, while the general per- 
formance, though it needs speeding 
up, reveals a careful attention to de- 
tail in training. Much can be ac- 
complished by a second production 
to remove the lesser deficiences. 

The joy of the performances was 
the music. The singers on the 
stage, principals and chorus, and 
Hans Linne as director seemed to 

grasp the vitality of Mr Frim's 
'sprightliness, his grace and his 
elegance. “‘The Firefly was really 
sung, and the frequent encores 
proved that the audience appreciated 
this fact. 

Of course, the popular hit of the 
evening was Roy Atwelles inter- 
polated number “Some Little Bus 
Win Get You Someday.” It isn’t 
new, but it is always good, for Mr 
Atwell made it a classic in vaude- 
ville. His. comedy in general, could 
stand a little swifter tempo, how- 
ever. 

Mme. Pavloska is admirably suited 
to the part of the Firefly, and sings 
it with brilliance. She muffs much 
of the humor of her role by over- 
doing it. She won a tremendous 
applause with her Love is Like a 
Firefly and the Giannina Mia.” 

For beauty of the most alluring 
order nothing exceeded the open- 
ing number in the second act by 
Suzanne Keith and the chorus. 
“In Sapphire Seas” is a lovely song 
and Miss Keith understood its 
beauties and made the nfést of them.
